“Carried on a platform suspended 
betw'een tw'o engine cabs at front 
and rear, this highly mobile atomic 
weapon can travel at a speed of 
about 35 miles per hour on highways. 
Weighing about 75 tons, it can 
cross bridges which army engineers 
are already trained to build for pre­ 
sent heavy divisional equipment. It 
can travel cross-country, fit into a 
landing ship designed for amphi­ 
bious operations. 
It can fire with 
accuracy comparable to convention­ 
al artillery and tests indicate it is 
much more accurate at long ranges.” 
Piwe said, that in addition to 
“tactical” atomic bombs for use by 
aircraft, there is being developed a t­ 
omic artillery which can outrange 
the gun-type weapon — “guided 
missiles and rockets to receive at­ 
omic warheads.”

Some of these men regularly stor­ 
ed potatoes through the entire win­ 
ter, still marketing them as late as 
April, May or ev en June, They ex­ 
pected a loss of ab out 8 per cent in 
b ulk b y Ainril due to shrinkage and 
rot T her^ore they also expected 
to get a higher per b ushel price 
than in January. 
This past winter, howev er, when 
they found that they couldn’t get 
the higher price in April, they push­ 
ed these potatoes through the mar­ 
kets as early and rapidly as possi­ 
b le. By April there were few left. 
Somers also explained that potato 
supplies normally coming to market 
in the south in April were low this 
year. The Florida crop was good, b ut 
a drouth cut the Texas yield b adly. 
The California potato season, which 
usually opens ab out May 10-15, will 
b e 10 days to two weeks late. 
We can expect v ery few potatoes 
on the market imtil late May or 
early Jime, Somers said, b ut some
